Alcohol Barrel Explodes. 


What might have been a most serious 


fire was narrowly averted at the H. C. 
Baughman drug store, in Hanover, on 
Wednesday afternoon about-3 o'clock. 
The fire was caused by the explosion of a 
barrel containing about twenty gallons of 
alcohol, in the cellar. The explosion oc- 
curred when two of the clerks were engag- 
ed in filling five gallon jugs from the bar- 
rel.

Had the accident oc 
curred a Jew moments sooner it would 
have proven more serious, as just prior to 
the explosion, John Banghman was stand- 
ing in front of the barrel drawing the fluid 
while Mr. Britcher was sitting on the bar- 
rel.

tersburg from their -recent visit to 
King Charles of Roumania at Kus- 
tendje. 


A bomb had been placed upon, tbe 


railroad tracks over which the im- 
perial'train was traveling, and the 
lives of the 
imperial 
family were 


probably saved by the fact that a pos- 
tal train which was acting a« pilot 
passed over the bomb first, explod- 
ing it. 


It was officially stated later, how- 


ever, that the 
wreck of the postal 


train was due to a defect in the loco- 
motive; that the locomotive of the 
mail train and three freight cars .were 
thrown off the tracks and three em- 
ployes suffered injuries. The report 
that the accident was brought about 
by an attempt on the lives of mem- 
bers of the imperial family was offi- 
cially declared unfounded. 


It is the custom of Russian officials 


to refuse to admit any attempt upon 
the life of the sovereign.

band as a warning signal. Murphy was 
not in uniform and the chauffeur paid 
no attention to him. Apparently an- 
gered at the inattention, Murphy flred 
one shot at the motor car.

They were on their way from Klsfe- 
enev on the return Journey to St. Pe­ 
tersburg from their recent visit to 
King Charles of Roumanla at Kus- 
tendje. 


A bomb had been placed upon the 
railroad tracks over which the Im­ 
perial train was 
traveling, and the 
lives of the 
Imperial 
family were 
probably saved by the fact that a pos­ 
tal train which was acting as pilot 
passed over the bomb first, explod­ 
ing it. 


It was officially stated later, how­ 
ever, that the 
wreck of the postal 
train was due to a defect In the loco­ 
motive; that the locomotive of the 
mall train and three freight cars were 
thrown off the tracks and three em­ 
ployes suffered Injuries. The report 
that the accident was brought about 
by an attempt on the lives of mem­ 
bers of the imperial family was offi­ 
cially declared unfounded.

Roosevsit Will Run For President. 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt will ac­ 
cept the Progressive party nomination 
for the prenidency in 1916. 


The colonel made this known In an 
interview given out in Southampton 
Just before embarking ,on the Impera- 
tor for New York. 


In so doing Mr. Roosevelt dropped 
the mask of silence about 
politics 
which he had put on when he landed 
on British soil and plunged Into the 
subject wKn his old-time enthusiasm 
and vigor. 


Mr. Roosevelt declared emphatically 
that he jwould not run for the gover­ 
norship of 
New 
York, because he 
Mhasn’t the tim e/’ nor will he consent 
to be a candidate for the United States 
senatorship, because the suggestion is 
“palpably preposterous.” He will be a 
candidate for president, however, be­ 
cause he is convinced the country Is in 
the most unhealthy state^and the ma­ 
jority of the men of the nation want 
him to cure it.

"Banker Ponies" Live on Sandy Coast 


of North Carolina and Forage 


for Living.

Baltimore, Md—On the coast of 


North Carolina there are several miles 
of low, sandy shore where nothing 
grows except a coarse grass, a few 
salt water weeds and wild parsley On 
these banks live a strange breed of 
half-wild horses, known as "banker 
ponies " These creatures are general- 
ly about twice the size of Shetland 
ponies 
Every year the herd owners 


drive the "bankers" into pens, brand 
the foals with the proper mark and 
catch some of the older animals to sell 
to the dealers 


North Carolinians say the beasts 


must be starved into eating grain, 
hay or grass, for they have always 
lived on the rank marsh grass of the 
marshes and on fish They catch the 
fish themselves at low tide; with their 
hoofs they dig deep holes into the sand 
below high water mark, and when the 
tide falls they greedily devour the fish 
that are stranded in these holes. Often 
they fight briskly over an especially 
tempting morsel. 


In captivity these strange horses are 


intelligent, but seldom are even in 
temper. Once tamed, they make ex- 
cellent draft animals, for they have a 
strength disproportionate to their size. 
Foals bred from "bankers" in captiv- 
ity make valuable animals—strong and 
intelligent

Minneapolis. Minn.—Members of the 


senior class in geology at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota listened to an im- 
promptu lecture recently In which they 
heard one of their former classmates 
tell how it felt to have panthers, 
tigers, monkeys and other lords of the 
Venezuelan jungles drop Into camp for 
lunch without notice, to be greeted by 
people who beat the high cost of liv- 
ing by cutting out clothes and are 
armed to the teeth with rifles and re- 
volvers when going out to see the 
country. The talk was given by J. W 
Lewis, graduate of the school of mines 
in the class of 1912, who was asked by 
Dr. W. H. Emmons, head of the geol- 
ogy department, to talk to the class 
about his South American experience 


"I hadn't been in the country more 


than half an hour," said Mr. Lewis, 
when I was forced to the unpleasant 
expedient of dodging bullets. We had 
just landed and I was opening my 
trunk in the custom house when I 
heard shots in the hall and saw two 
men busily shooting each other up 


"I didn't know whether to jump Into 


my trunk or out of a window at first 
But the trunk didn't look bullet-proof, 
and the window I couldn't reach, so I 
resorted to the leeward side of a post. 
Luckily a troop of native police ar- 
rived on the scene in time to save the 
lives of all concerned." 


Mr. Lewis said he is In the employ 


of an American company that is ex- 
ploring the country to locate the areas 
where oil may be produced on a com- 
mercial scale. Some oil wells have al- 
ready been dug, he said, but no oil has 
been produced for shipment' yet. In- 
dications are, he said, that the country 
will in a short time be one of the 
great oil-producing areas of the world. 


"The people," said Mr Lewis, "are 


a mixture of Spanish, negro and In- 
dian. In the part of the country where 
we were the natives had never seen 
white men. They were amused at our 
appearance, which, no doubt, seemed 
crude to them, but treated us with the 
kindest 
consideration. 
When 
we 


went put into the jungles we were al- 
ways armed with rifles and revolvers 
to protect ourselves from the canni- 
bals and the wild animals that fre- 
quent those places. 


"Panthers, tigers, lions, monkeys 


and other jungle dwellers are plenti- 
ful 
I remember one night a panther 


broke Into our camp and carried away

a half-dozen chickens we were count- 
ing on for a feast. I heard the noise, 
but I didn't bother to question Mr. 
Panther's right to anything we bad in 
stock." 


Mr. Lewis said the natives don't run 


very strong toward style shows As a 
matter of fact, one of the ingenious 
methods they made use of to cut down 
the high cost of living is to cut out 
the clothes. A hat and a breechcloth 
is all they need 


Mr Lewis said the aigrette which is 


prized so highly by the women in civ- 
ilized countries is common there. He 
said he shot many of the birds. Dur- 
ing his travels through the country 
Mr. Lewis said ho saw the oldest 
church on the American continent. It 
was built in 1540 at Coro, Venezulea. 


Mr Lewis told his colleagues lie is 


enthusiastic about the country and 
that he likes the life there. He has 
been to visft his parents, who former- 
ly lived in Minneapolis, but who are 
now at Los Angeles. After a few days 
in Minneapolis he will leavo for Now 
York, thence he will sail for Vene- 
zuela.

The strawberry shortcake is the na- 


tional dish which everybody likes. To 
make it, use a rich biscuit dough with- 
out sugar, or, if any. not more than 
a teaspoonful. 
Make the shortcake 


and roll out a half-inch thick. Spread 
with butter and place the other halt 
on top. so that when they are baked 
there will be no rough, broken edges 
which are apt 10 come when cutting, 
to say nothing of making the cake 
soggy.

Strawberry Salad.—Wash and hull 


the berries and cut them in halves 
lengthwise and let stand 30 'minutes 
In a honey salad dressing in a cold 
place. Drain and arrange on lettuce 
leaves and serve at once. To make 
the honey salad dressing use: Two 
tablespoonfuls of honey, three of olive 
oil and one and a half of lemon juice, 
a dash of salt and cayenne if liked. 
Beat until frothy. 


Frozen Strawberry Fruit Cup.—Take- 


one cupful of cubed pineapple, one cut 
of cut orange, one-half cupful of water 
and sugar boiled together five minutes. 
Mix the fruits and sirup when cold 
and let stand half an hour or longer to 
blend. Make an Ice of a pint of straw- 
berries, a cupful of sugar and a cupful 
of warm water Hash the bernes with 
the sugar and let stand an hour. Then 
rub through a sieve, adding the water 
to hurry the process; freeze. Half fill 
sherbet glasses with this and hollow 
the center to heap the fruit mixture. 
Put piped whipped sweetened cream 
over the top and finish with a whole 
berry.

Bake in a large loaf two hours. 


Nut Loaf. — To two cupfuls of mixed 


nut meats, using Brazil, pecans and 
peanuts, add one half a teaspoonful of 
salt, next stir in six finely chopped 
bananas; when well blended press 
into a mold and steam steadily for 
three hours. Cook on ice and serve 
In slices For sandwich filling sprinkle 
over a few drops of catsup on each 
slice. 


Chopped Steak en Casserole. — Put 


two cupfule of chopped steak in the 
center of a casserole, flavor with cel- 
ery, 
salt, pepper, mace and a little 


mushroom catsup or Worcestershire 
sauce.

“Banker Ponies” Live on Sandy Coast 
of North Carolina and Forage 
for Living. 


FORESEES HOUR OF DEATH 


Woman Arranges Funeral and Buy« 
Costly Casket; Minister Engaged 
to Preach Sermon. 


Baltimore, Md.—On the coast of 
North Carolina there are several miles 
of low, sandy shore wrhere nothing 
grows except a coarse grass, a few 
salt water w’eeds and wild parsley. On 
these banks live a strange breed of 
half-wild horses, known as "banker 
ponies.” These creatures are general­ 
ly about twice the size of Shetland 
ponies. 
Every year the herd owners 
drive the "bankers” into pens, brand 
the foals with the proper mark and 
catch some of the older animals to sell 
to the dealers. 


North Carolinians say the beasts 
must be starved into eating grain, 
hay or grass, for they have always 
lived on the rank marsh grass of the 
marshes and on fish. They catch the 
fish themselves at low tide; with their 
hoofs they dig deep holes into the sand 
below high water mark, and when the 
tide falls they greedily devour the fish 
that are stranded in these holes. Often 
they fight briskly over an especially 
tempting morsel. 


In captivity these strange horses are 
intelligent, but seldom are even in 
temper. 
Once tamed, they make ex­ 
cellent draft animals, for they have a 
strength disproportionate to their size. 
Foals bred from "bankers” in captiv­ 
ity make valuable animals—strong and 
intelligent.

The springs have 
been known to the Indiana, for many 
years. 
A French half br^ed named 


Michel Arquette, a trapper, hearing an 
old Indian of the Molalla tribe speak 
of hot springs this side of the range, 
made an Investigation and found them. 


The springs are supposed, to be the 


hottest in the worid-23o degree*. 
Beans have been cooked In. the larger 
spring with the same dispatch aa on a 
stove.

The clubs are formed very early in 


the spring before planting time, and 
the demonstrator who travels about 
tells the girls how to have their land 
prepared. 
The farms are only one- 


tenth of an acre now, that being sup- 
posed to be all that one girl can well 
take care of. Usually the fathers do 
the plowing, but they are paid for their 
time and the fertilizer they use. Just 
as an outsider would be. For the cul- 
tivating the girls allow themselves 10 
cents an hour. They learn to enjoy the 
work. 


The girls aro taught to put up wild 


and garden berries in glass. In tbe 
fall, when the harvest is all in tin or 
glass, the demonstrator visits each 
home, weighs each can and marks Its 
weight upon the outside. The little 
gardener adds her name and address, 
and the can is sent straight to some- 
body's table at 10 cents for the tin 
cans of vegetables and 12 for glass 
jars of preserves. If the purchaser Is 
dissatisfied she notifies the department, 
knd the girl Is directed to send anoth- 
er can. If there are continued com- 
plaints of her product* It Is assumed 
that she Is not following directions, 
ind she Is dropped from the clubs.

Jerry Moore, the !x>y win» won the 
corn prize, had cleared only $140 an 
acre. Miss Cromer was given ii place 
iu the department of agriculture and 
has organized tomato clubs In five 
states. 


The clubs are formed very «early In 
the spring before planting time, and 
the demonstrator who travels about 
tells the girls how to have their land 
prepared. 
The farms are only one* 
tenth of an acre now, that being sup- 
j>osed to be all that one girl can well 
take care of. Usually the fathers do 
the plowing, but they are paid for their 
time aud the fertiliser they use, Just 
as an outsider would be. For the cul­ 
tivating the girls allow themselves 10 
cents an hour. They learn to enjoy the 
work. 


The girls are taught to put up wild 
and garden berries iu glass. 
In the 
fall, when the harvest Is all in tin or 
glass, the demonstrator visits each 
home, weighs esch cau and marks Its 
weight upon the outside. 
The little 
gardener adds her name and address, 
and the can Is sent straight to some­ 
body's table at 10 cents for the tin 
cans of vegetables and 12 for glass 
jars of preserves. If the purchaser is 
ilssatlsfied she notifies the department, 
aud the glr) Is directed to send anoth­ 
er can.

U.S. WINS R,R, 


RATE DISPUTE 


The United States supreme court re- 


versed the commerce court and upheld 
the Inter-mountain rate order of the 
Interstate commerce commission. 


The decision had been awaited for 


months, as it affects practically every 
railroad in the United States. 


The case involved the validity of 


the long and short haul clauses of the 
Interstate commerce act and the •"valid- 
ity of-an order of the interstate com- 
merce commission regulating traffic to 
the Pacific coast and inter-mountain 
cities. 


Chief Justice White first decided 


that the long and short haul clause 
was constitutional. 


The commerce court had held that 


the commission could not make blan- 
ket or "zone" rates. That is the con- 
tention of those who are opposed to 
the five per cent Increase in freight 
rates now being asked by the eastern 
railroads. 


The chief justice next upheld the 


making of rates by the commission by 
zones. "The zones selected by the 
commission -were in substance 
the 


same as those previously fixed by the 
carriers as the basis of the rate mak 
ing which was included in the tariffs 
which were under investigation and 
therefore we may put that subject out 
of view," said he. 


"Indeed, except as to questions of 


power, there is no contention in the 
argument as to the inequality of the 
zones or percentages or as to any un- 
due preference or discrimination re- 
sulting from the action taken." 


The inter-mountain rate orders were 


issued in June and July, 1911, -by the 
interstate commerce commission, un- 
der authority of the "long and shore 
hauls act, -which clothed tlie commis- 
sion with discretion to make excep- 
tions to the general rule laid down in 
the law that railroads 
should 
not 


charge more for a short haul than for 
a longer haul in the s«ne direction 
and over the same lines or routes.

Only In • Vagun Way DOM 8ei*HM 


Know What C*UM* It. 


Shock is atili one of the great mys- 


teries of surgery. Many theories bare 
been pnt forward to explain Just what 
it Is. Each of these has seemed at- 
tractive until''Its Inherent defects were 
discovered by experience. 


In a lecture before the British Royal 


College of Surgery Dr. A. Rendle 
Short reviewed these successive theo- 
ries and described the experiments of 
himself and others by which they 
were disproved. 
But researches .by 


Dr. Crile of Cleveland. Professor Sher- 
rlngton of England nnd Dr. F. H. 
Pike of Columbia university. New 
York, seemed to him to offer at least 
a clew to the real nntnre of shock. 


Professor Short did uut formulate a 


definite theory, but suggested tbat »ur 
glcal stitx-k was due to an Inhibiting 
or paralyzing of the important nuclei 
In the region of the fourth ventricle 
of the brain and perhaps to the cere- 
bellum. These are "continually send- 
ing Impulses down the spinal cord. 
maintaining Its functional activity and 
Increasing muscular tone." The effect 
of this paralysis Is to cut off these Im- 
pulses, whereupon the functions of 
the spinal cord are greatly reduced, 
muscular tone Is abolished, and M • 
secondary result the blood pressure 
may fall. Tbe respiratory center and 
perhaps also the vasomotor center 
share In this Inhibition or paralysis. 


"Death." said Dr. Short, "is doe to 


the accumulation of blood In the great 
veins," so that the flow does not pro- 
vMe a proper filling for the heart-

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Th« United States supremo court re* 
versed the commerce court and upheld 
the Inter-mountain rate order of the 
Interstate commerce commission* 
The decision had been awaited tor 
monthef as it affects practically every 
railroad In the United States. 
Tlie case Involved the validity of 
the long and short haul clauses of tho 
Interstate commerce act and the valid­ 
ity of an order of the interstate com* 
merce commission regulating traffic to 
the Pacific coast and inter-mountain |* 
cities. 
Chief Justice White flrat 
decided 
< that the long and short haul clause 
was constitutional. 
The commerce court had held that 
tba commission could not make blan­ 
ket or “*onh” rates. That is the con­ 
tention of those who are opposed to 
the five per cent Increase in freight 
rates now being asked by the eastern 
railroads. 
The chief Justice next upheld the 
making of rates by the commission by 
sones. 
“The 
zones selected by the 
oommlssion were in substance 
the 
same as those previously fixed by the 
carriers as the basis of the rate mak­ 
ing which was included in the tariffs 
which were under investigation and I 
therefore we may put that subject out 
of view/* said he. 
“Indeed, except as to questions of 
power, there is no contention in the 
argument as to the inequality of tho 
zones or percentages or as to any un­ 
due preference or discrimination re­ 
sulting from the action taken.” 
The inter-mountain rate orders were 
issued in June and Julv, 1911, by the 
interstate commerce commission, un-1 
der authority of the “long and short j 
hauls act, which clothed the commis­ 
sion with discretion to make excep­ 
tions to the general rule laid down in 
the law that railroads 
should 
not 
charge more for a short haul than for 
a longer haul in the same direction 
and over the same lines or routes. 
Trans-contmental railways won tho 
fight for 
title to some 
$700,000,000 
worth of oil lands when the supreme 
court held void the clause in the pat­ 
ents making the land revert to the 
government if found to contain min­ 
erals. 
The court held that 
the 
patents 
were irregular, but that they could 
not be attacked collaterally—by other 
claimants—but could only be set aside 
by a direct attack by the government. 
Justice Vaiulevanter, for the court, in-! 
cldentally Emphasized the claim that 
the 
government’s 
time in which it 
could attack the patents had expire I 
in 1900 or 1901.

Human* Officer Called 
by Protest 


From a Chicago Suburb Finds No 
Evidence of Cruelty—Develop Thilr 
Nerve. 


Chicago.—The association of high 


school girls and snakes has for some 
time been a source of disturbance iu 
LA Grange, 111. 
This agitation the 


other day took the form of a protest 
to George A. H. Scott of the Illinois 
Humane society, charging that the 
girls were cruel to the snakes. 


"What!" exclaimed Mr. Scott "How 


can girls be cruel to snakes when few 
will go near them? Woman's cruelty 
to man—but never to snakes—" 


But Officer Charles H. Brayne of the 


Humane society took the next train 
for La Grange. At t^e high school he 
was shown into Miss Babcock's room. 
She teaches the zoology class, in which 
there are ten girls and six boys. All 
acknowledged their "association" with 
snakes. 


"The girls are developing their 


nerve—by handling enakes," said Miss 
Babcock. "Once a week the class goes 
'snaking' in the large woods, west of 
the school. 
That is, they hunt for 


snakes under fallen logs and stumps. 
The fearless ones pull the reptiles 
from their hiding places and carry 
them to the glass cages in the class- 
room for future study. 
( 
"Indeed, v.;e are not cruel," said the 


teacher. "We handle the snakes gently 
and we are studying to be humane. We 
are trying to preserve the harmless 
snakes by studying them, their move- 
ments and habits, and then letting 
them go age n in the woods. 
The 


poisonous snakes we shun." 


To convince Officer Brayne the class 


was anything but crrjel to the toads 
and snakes used in the classroom, 
they took him out "snaking" in the 
•woods. 


"The girls picked up the snakes and 


wound them about their necks and 
arms," said Mr. Brayne. ' "There was 
no evidence of fear among the girls. 
But the boys hesitated when they 
came across a large snake. They ap- 
peared more nervous in handling the 
reptiles than did the girls." 


Miss Babcock assured the humane 


officer that the girls had become so. ac- 
customed to handling the reptiles and 
toads that such a thing as a mouse 
was unnoticed.

He 
sold his farm there in 1885 and came to 
Gettysburg, and with his son, H. T 
Weaver, formed the dry goods firm of G 
W. Weaver & Son, continuing as its senior 
partner until hie death. He was always 
interested in the details of the business 
and after his illness enforced his absence 
frqm the store, its conduct and success wae 
a subject of daily inquiry by him. 


Mrs. Weaver died in September, 1912, 


and the -only member of the family snr 
viving is a flon, H. T. Weaver, who has 
been associated with his father. He is al 
so survived by two brothers, Dr. J. F. B. 
Weayer, ot Manchester, Md., and Dr. S. 
B. Weaver, of Littlestown, and two sis- 
ters, Mrs. Julia Ouraler and Mrs. Cassa^ 
Wine, both of Manchester, Md. 


The funeral services were held at th* 


house on Tuesday afternoon at 1:30 o' 
clock, after which the remains were taken 
to Manchester, Md., where interment was 
made.

Lesser Known Signers of the Im- 


mortal Declaration. 


SHOULD NOT BE FORGOTTEN 


Their Courage and Faith Deserves 


Recognition Along With Those 
Whose Names Are Now House- 


hold Words in the Nation. 


F THE fifty-six men who 
signed the Declaration of 
Independence, but a scant 
dozen attained immortality 
—Thomas Jefferson, John 
Hancock, Richard Henry 
Lee, John Adams, Benja- 
min Franklin and a few 


others. But what about Josiah Bart- 
lett, Thomas McKean, Charles Carroll, 
Robert Morris, George Taylor, Edward 
Rutledge, John Hart, Francis Lewis, 
Button Gwinnett and a score of oth- 
ers? 


Fifty of those fifty-six men were 


present during the discussion and 
adoption of the Declaration, and, as 
delegates to the continental congress, 
were essential factors In its ultimate 
ratification. 
The other six, elected 


members of congress later, neverthe- 
less took part in the general move- 
ment by signifying themselves in fa- 
vor of it, and were allowed to sign. 
Thomas Jefferson, as the author of 
the Declaration, attained a lasting 
fame, as did John Hancock, president 
of the continental congress., 


All Bravely Did' Their Share. 


But of the men who stand outside of 


that ring of immortality much can be 
aaid. If Jefferson, Hancock and Lee 
were generals, the others were at the 
same time essential to the Declaration. 
They, as much as the others, affixed 
their names to what was at that time 
an extremely dangerous document. 
They, as well as the others, burned 
their bridges behind them and took 
their stand firmly upon their convic- 
tion. 
It required the signatures of 


recognized delegates from each of the 
13 states to make the Declaration of 
Independence complete. 


If the veil of 138 years could be lift- 


ed and those days lived over again, it 
would be interesting to see with what 
emotions those men among men took 
the stand for independence. -It would 
be inspiring to hear the tone in which 
each gave his answer when called 
upon to vote for or against the ratifi- 
cation of that which was to give this 
country its freedom. 
But it would 


have been even more dramatic to have 
hovered near the desk on which the 
Declaration lay and watched each man 
as he came forward and affixed his 
signature, a lasting testimonial to the 
world, and Great Britain, especially, 
of the courage for and faith in the 
new country these men were creating. 


The precise hour of the day of the 


adoption of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence is not determinate from rec- 
ords. It is known, however, that con- 
gress entered upon direct considera- 
tion of the question on the first of 
July, 177C, by.voting to resolve itself 
into a committee of the whole to con- 
sider the resolution introduced by 
Richard Henry Lee, and to refer the 
draft of the Declaration to this com- 
mittee. It was Richard Henry Lee's 
resolution that ran: "That these Uni- 
ted Colonies are, and of right ought to 
be, free and independent states." 


Adopting the Resolution. 


Benjamin Harrison of Virginia was 


chosen chairman of the committee. 
After a discussion lasting the entire 
day the resolution was adopted. The 
committee then resumed its standing 
as a congress, and President Hancock 
received Mr. Harrison's report. It was 
then voted to postpone action on the 
resolution until the following day. 
This course of procedure was carried 
out, and so the second of July Is the 


real Independence day. The resolution 
adopted, congress again resolved it- 
self into a committee of the whole, "to 
consider draft of a Declaration of In- 
dependence, or the form of announcing 
the fact to the world." The considera- 
tion continued throughout the third 
and fourth, it being on the evening of 
the latter day that the committee 
arose. 
President Hancock resumed 


the chair, and Chairman Harrison re- 
ported that the draft had been agreed 
upon. It was then adopted by con- 
gress. 


The draft was ordered on the 19th 


of July to be engrossed, and on August 
2 the engrossed copy was signed by 
50 members. George Wythe signed 
about August 27, Richard Henry Lee, 
Elbridge Gerry and Oliver Wolcott in 
September, Matthew Thornton the fol- 
lowing November, and Thomas Mc- 
Kean even later, probably in 1781. 
Such is the 'account of the signing as 
recognized in an official history of the 
Declaration, despite the fact that, in 
recording the happening of the Fourth 
of July, Jefferson himself said: "The 
Declaration was reported by the com- 
mittee, agreed to by the house, and 
signed by every member present ex- 
cept Mr. Dickinson." The journal giv- 
ing the record of the congress states 
that it was "Signed by order and in 
behalf of congress, John Hancock, 
president. Attest: Charles Thomson, 
secretary." 


First Celebration. 


The first celebration of the event 


was Thursday, July 8, 1776, in the 
state house grounds, Philadelphia, 
where every eye could gaze upon the 
bell that proclaimed liberty through- 
out the world. The Declaration itself 
was read to a large gathering of peo- 
ple by John Nixon. The king's arms 
were taken down In the courtroom in 
the state house, and in the evening 
there were bonfires and great dem- 
onstrations of joy. 


In a letter John Adams wrote to 


Samuel Chase on the ninth, he thus 
describes the occasion. This letter is 
now in the possession of the Massa- 
chusetts Historical society: 


"You will see by this post that the 


river is past and the bridge cut away. 
The Declaration was yesterday pub- 
lished and proclaimed from that awful 
stage, in the state house yard, by 
whom, do you think? By the commit- 
tee of safety, the committee of inspec- 
tion and a great crowd of people. 
Three cheers rended the welkin. The 
battalions paraded on the common and 
gave us the feu de joy, notwithstand- 
ing the scarcity of powder. The bells 
' rang all day, and almost all night. 


i Even the chimers chimed away.

" 
in the evening our late king's 


coat of arms was brought from the 
hall, in the state house, where the said 
king's courts were formerly held, and 
burned amidst the acclamations of a 
crowd of spectators."

Others,

thoughtful, take an opposite view/and 
until a majority can agree that they 
desire to have a share in nominating 
and electing those who carry on our 
government everything will remain 
very much as it is at present. Surely 
we have little of which to complain 
at this hour. The independence which 
la the special boast and pride of Amer- 
icans and which moves us all to dem- 
onstration 
when the Fourth of July 


returns is as precious to women aa to 
men, blesses their home lives and con- 
veys to them a great many privileges.

mother, of course." Ask an American 
husband to name the power behind 
the throne in his home, and he replies 
without hesitation: "My wife." When 
Abraham Lincoln was nominated for 
the presidency he said to the group 
around him: "There is a little woman 
at home, who will be glad to hear 
this." 
It is the little woman at 


home who sends the husband forth 
day by day to his fields of endeavor; 
it is she for whom he toils, and it Is 
she whose ideals insensibly become 
his. The little woman at home molds 
her boys and girls 
into 
whatever 


ehape she pleases. 
Why not? God 


and mother have the children first 
before any other influence can touch 
their lives. 
If our women are ab- 


sorbed in triTialties, if they care lit- 
tle about honor, duty or conscience, if 
they are vain and consider dress and 
luxury as more important than educa- 
tion and piety, if they scorn simplic- 
ity and put the emphasis of conduct 
on show, they cannot help dragging 
down the men. Few men have high- 
er standards than the women nearest 
them, mothers, wives, 
sisters 
and 


daughters. 
If our country Is to de- 


generate, If we are to love it less 
and think more of amassing wealth 
than of standing together as our fore- 
fathers did, for virtue and 
freedom, 


the blame must be laid at the door of 
our women. 
Women should be pa- 


triotic. 
Napoleon condensed a .great 


truth into a single word when be said 
Jn reply to the question: "What does 
France most need?" He said, tersely, 
"Mothers." 


We are on the eve of another Inde- 


pendence day. In my early girlhood, 
the Fourth of July was hailed with 
enthusiasm by old and young. Children 
walked In procession behind soldiers, 


.and bandi of, inuilo to the town ball 
or a grove, or, SOIM otb«r designated 
place, and her* everybody sang patri- 
otic songs and everybody listened 
while a judge, a minister, or It might 
b* tho governor of tht state, road 
the Declaration of Independence. 


The orator, of tho day. In flowery 


sentences, reminded us of our, history, 
of our pledge*, to the world and of 
our grand opportunities. 
Ho did not 


forget to toll us,of the growing splen- 
dor of our'galaxy of states, of our riv- 
ers, our mountain ranges, our mines 
rich in coal or copper or silver, of our 
great fields from which the granaries 
of the wide earth could be supplied, 
and of the bravery of the men who 
fought under Washington. 
One and 


all we revered John Hancock and the 
other signers of the Declaration, and 
the thought of that gallant group of 
gentlemen who took their fate in their 
hands when they met In Philadelphia 
in 1776, made every young heart beat 
faster. 
The little girls wore white 


dresses with sashes and shoulder 
knots of red and blue ribbon, and the 
boys wore white trousers and blue 
jackets with gilt buttons, and had silk 
badges and rosettes of red, white and 
blue pinned on their breasts. 
There 


were salutes, there was a good deal of 
noise, there was the crackling of tor- 
pedoes, and, too, there was the snap- 
ping of firecrackers, but nobody mind- 
ed the clamor. 
Everybody in these 


days tries to get away from the noise, 
and it is very much the fashion to de- 
plore it and declare it crude, barbaric 
and foolish thus to celebrate the glo- 
rious Fourth. 
When I ,w*as a girl we 


did,not mind being in the very heart 
of the noise, and I 
N can 
remember 


well that the old people of that day 
enjoyed it all as merrily as their jun-> 
iora did. 


We may be patriotic without indulg- 


ing in dangerous explosives and with- 
out investing in casualties that so 
often have marred our celebration of 
Independence day. 


What I deprecate is an obvious In- 


difference on the part of too many 
women to pride in their country and 
love of the flag. There are so many 
other attractions, there is so much 
else to be done, and life is so inter- 
estingly complex that we do not take 
the trouble to instil into the children 
an adoration for the soil and a strong 
determination always to stand firmly 
for their banner of stars. Sir Walter 
Scott wrote thrillingly: 


i. 


Lives there a man with soul so dead 
Who never to himself hath said. 
This Is my own, my native land? 
Should we visit Europe tod-ay we 


would find the Highlander and the 
lowlander intensely devoted to the 
mountains and glens and rushing 
streams of Scotland; we would find 
the Englishman proud of his moors 
and fens and cliffs, so that let him go 
where he may he always looks back 
to England and thinks of it as home 
with a capital letter. We would find 
the peasantry of France, of Hungary 
and Bohemia proud of their long de- 
scent, and everywhere 
around 
the 


globe we should discover the same im- 
pulse on the part of man in love to 
the land of his birth. 
We, for our 


part, have become at once so cosmo- 
politan and so prosperous that we are 
less spontaneous and less enthusias- 
tic than other nations are In caring 
about our hallowed anniversaries. 


Here is a field of legitimate en- 


deavor which women may cultivate In 
their bringing up of children and In 
their influence upon men in general. 


Fourth of July exercises in the pub- 


lic schools, the recitation of poems 
and ballads which have a national sig- 
nificance, music at home, and most of 
all, some knowledge of what our coun- 
try stands for, will a.Id the children as 
they take their first steps toward fu- 
ture citizenship. We need not say 
'our country, right or wrong," but we 
may well say our country and the 
right We are not perfect, we have 
much to learn, we are still a young 
nation, but we are growing and going 
forward, and the world itself is knock- 
ing at our door. 
A great work of 


assimilation is progressing under our 
flag. Our independence bought with 
a great price is a heritage which, I 
repeat, we should prize as our most, 
precious possession.

Celebration of Nation's Birth 


Proper Time for Rejoicing. 


JOHN ADAMS' HOPE REALIZED 


Great Statesman Predicted That the 


Day Would Be Observed Always 


as a Time for Demonstrations 


of Thankfulness and Joy. 


HE letter has become his- 
toric, that one in which 
John Adama predicts the 
coming celebration of the 
Fourth of July. 
"I am 


apt to believe," he wrote, 
"that it (the day) will be 
celebrated by succeeding 
generations as the .great 
anniversary festival. 
It 


ought to be commemorated as the day 
of deliverance, by solemn acts of 
devotion to God Almighty. It ought to 
be solemnized with pomp and parade, 
with shows, games, sports, guns, bells, 
bonfires and illuminations, from one 
end of this continent to the other) 
from this time forevermore." 


His prediction has become so true 


that now we seek to curtail the bom- 
bast of the day as a rank overgrowth 
not foreseen by our forefathers. A 
proud, glad time, the nation's birth- 
day; a time, not for. unworthy and in- 
jurious celebration, but for renewal of 
loyal citizenship, and for private re- 
joicing in the privilege of American 
citizenship. 


The first celebration by congress of 


the Fourth has been preserved to us 
In a letter to his daughter penned by 
that same splendid old John Adams. 
"Yesterday being the anniversary of 
American 
Independence, was cele- 


brated here with the festivity and 
ceremony becoming the occasion. I 
am too old to delight in pretty descrip- 
tions, if I had a talent for them, other- 
wise a picture might be drawn which 
would please the fancy of a Whig, at 
least. The thought of taking any no- 
tice of this day was not conceived un- 
til the third. It was too late to have 
a sermon, as everyone wished, so this 
must be deferred to another year. 
Congress determined to adjourn over 
that day, and to dine together. The 
general officers and others in town 
were invited, after the president and 
council and board of war of this state. 


Celebrations on the Ships. 


"In the morning the Delaware frig- 


ate, several large galleys, and other 
continental armed vessels, galleys and 
guard-boats were hauled off in the 
river, and several of them beautifully 
dressed in the colors of all nations 
displayed about the masts, yards and 
rigging. At one o'clock the ships were 
all manned; that is, the men were all 
ordered aloft and arranged upon the 
topyards and shrouds, making a strik- 
ing appearance of companies of men 
drawn up in order in the air." 


He tells how he went on board with 


the president and the marine commit- 
tee. Each 
armed vessel fired 
33 


salutes, then the galleys and gunboats. 
He describes much shouting and 
huzzaing "in a manner which gave 
great joy to every friend of this coun- 
try, and the utmost terror and dis- 
may to every lurking Tory." 


Dining at three, they were "agree- 


ably entertained with excellent com- 
pany, good cheer, fine music from the 
band of Hessians taken at Trenton, 
and continual volleys between every 
toast from a company of soldiers 
drawn up in Second street before the 
city tavern, where we dined." Maneu- 
vers on the common by light horse 
and trains of artillery, and a thou- 
sand Infantry filled the day agreeably 
for the crowd. 
' 


"In the evening I was walking about 


the streets for a little fresh air and 
exercise, and was surprised to find the 
whole city lighting up their candles 
at the windows. I walked most of 
the evening, and I think it was the 
most splendid illumination I ever saw 
—a few surly houses' were dark, but 
the lights were very universal. Con- 
sidering the lateness of the design, 
and the suddenness of tho execution, 
I was amazed at the universal joy and 
alacrity that was discovered, and at 
tho brilliancy and splendor of every 
part of this joyful exhibition. I had 
forgot the ringing of the bells all day, 
| tad the bonfires in the streets, and 


the fireworks played off. Had General 
Howe been here In disguise, or his 
master, this show would have given 
them the heartache." 


When 'Enthusiasm Waned. 


We have an account of the Fourth 


as celebrated in Tyler's administra- 
tion. Already it lacked the freshness 
and spontaneity of those early ones 
John Adams witnessed^ one of which 
he saddened by his own death. "Inde- 
pendence forever," he murmured, as 
he lay dying, his ear caught by the 
sounds of fireworks. It was the toast 
he had sent in response to a request 
for one to be given in his name at a 
Fourth of July banquet to be cele- 
brated many hundred miles 
from 


where the sands of life were running 
swift with him. 


That of Tyler's breathes nausea of 


noise and distaste for vapidity. An 
eye-witness writes, "The Fourth of 
July passed mucn as usual every- 
where; 
squibs ,and popguns and 


. cracked bells, with ' vapid orations, 
stupid toasts, and execrable speeches; 
hot meats and cold wines, the custom- 
ary laudation of the nation, and the 
quantum of headaches that follow un- 
usual indulgence." 


There was a levee at the White 


House, and the Sunday school children 
marched through the walks of the cap- 
itol grounds; "Mr. Adams watching 
them with satisfaction and interest." 
John Qulncy Adams, then shared the 
quiet enthusiasm of his father. 
The 


marine band comes into prominence. 
Citizens of every class thronged the 
White House, listening to me martial 
airs received by the president. 


"The deportment of Mr. Tyler was 


easy and natural, yet sufficiently dig- 
nified, placing everyone at his ease. 
And nothing could surpass the quiet, 
unaffected grace with which the ladies 
received and acknowledged the cour- 
tesies of all who paid their respects. 
The throng, comprising beautiful wom- 
en, grave senators, cabinet and foreign 
ministers, dashing army and navy offi- 
cers, officeseekers, citizens and loung- 
ers, was great from twelve to three. 
Between five and six about forty 
gentlemen sat down to dinner with 
the president." 


Daniel Webster's Speech. 


The Fourth 
in Fillmore's days 


dawned for the laying of the corner- 
stone of the extension of the capitoL 
Daniel Webster, secretary of state, in 
delivering his oration as speaker of 
the day, accomplished more than "the 
customary laudation of the nation." 
He stepped forward, copy in hand, but 
extemporized new thoughts and highly 
interesting reflections. 
, 


"I have said, gentlemen, that oui 


inheritance Is an inheritance of Ameri- 
can liberty. That liberty la character- 
istic, peculiar and altogether our own. 
Nothing like it existed in former times 
nor was known in the most enlight- 
ened states of antiquity; while with 
us Its principles have become; inter- 
woven into the minds of Individual 
men, connected with our daily opin- 
ions and our daily habits, until it is, if 
I may so say, an element of social as 
well as of political life; and the con- 
sequence is, that to whatever region 
an American citizen carries himself, 
he takes with him, fully developed in 
his own understanding and experience, 
our American principles and opinions, 
and becomes ready at once, in co-oper- 
ation with others, to apply them to the 
formation of new governments."

DALTON'S EXPERIMENT. 


•hewing What a Genius Can Do With 


Crude Apparatus. 


The great English chemist Oalton 


was a schoolteacher. He worked with- 
out a laboratory and with crude ap- 
paratus, mostly made by himself from 
simple materials 
Here is an example 


described In his own words: 


"Took an ale glass of a conical fig- 


ure, two and a half Inches in diameter 
and three inches deep; filled it with 
water that had been standing in the 
room and consequently of the tempera- 
tare of the air nearly; put the bulb of 
the thermometer to the bottom of the 
glass, the scale being out of the water. 
Then, having marked the temperature. 
I put the redhot tip of the poker half 
an inch deep in the water, holding It 
there steadily for half a minute, and 
as soon as it was withdrawn I dipped 
the bulb of a sensible thermometer 
Into the water, when it rose in a few 
seconds to 180 degrees." 


He then determined the temperature 


of the water at the bottom after five 
minutes, after twenty minutes and aft- 
er an hour and found that it rose grad- 
ually from 47 to 52 degrees. This sim- 
ple experiment proved that water has 
the power to conduct heat, which had 
been denied by no less an authority 
than Rumford-—Youth's Companion.

viding the condition upon -which the 
same may be constructed and main- 
tained. 
SECTION 1. Be it enacted and ordain- 


ed by the Burgess and Town Council of 
the Borough of New Oxford, Adams 
County, Pennsylvania, and it is hereby 
enacted and ordained by the authority of 
the same that permission be and is here- 
by granted unto the Hanover & McSher- 
rystown Street Railway Company, its suc- 
cessors and assigns, to construct, operate 
and maintain a line of street railway, in- 
cluding the necessary and proper poles, 
wires fixtures and appliances, with con 
vement turnouts, switches and sidings 
within the limits of the Borough of New 
Oxford, Adams County, Pennsylvania, 
upon, over and along the following de- 
scribed routes, to-wit:—

(a) Beginning at a point in the South- 


ern boundary line of the Borough of New_ 
Po™0^' approximately eight hundred 
(800) feet West of Hanover Street in said 
borough; extending thence in a North- 
wardly direction over and upon private 
property of Benjamin Eicholtz and others 
and over and across the tracks and right 
of way of the Baltimore and Harrisburg 
Railway Company by an overhead cross- 
ing, and thence over and across private 
property belonging to Catherine Snyder 
to High Street m said borough; thence 
across High Street to Bolton Street in said 
borough; thence upon, over and alone 
Bolten Street to Pitt Street. 


(b) Beginning at a point in Pitt Street

Square occupied by the track or tracks of 
'-aid railway lyin<r between the rails and 
within twelve inches outside of each rail 
in the =ame condition of repair and of 
the same material a? the rest of the street 
over which the said track shall be con- 
structed, a? well also all that portion of 
the"street" or highway? lying between 
the main track and «w"itohe=, and upon 
neglect or refusal to perform, make or do 
the necessary work or repairs, then the 
borough may do and perform the same 
and recover the co&te and expen.«e.s there- 
of from the said railway company with 
twenty per cent. (20 per cent.) added 
thereto. 


SECTION- 3. The said line of street rail- 


way <-hall be laid and constructed in ac- 
cordance with a street urade to he given 
| by the Town Council, of the Borough of 
New Oxford or its authorised representi- 
tjvefr, and shall be laid, a*, nearly as pos- 
sible, in the center of said -treets. The 
rails to be laid and kept hnd with the 
surface of the streets. The polec «hall be 
located under the supervision of the 
Town Council or its authorized represen- 
tative or committee=, anrl^at ?uch place? 
as it, or ils> authorized representatives or 
committees, shall designate, and 
the 


wires to be placed thereon shall be strung 
at a height of not less tnan eighteen (18) 
feet above the surface of the said railway 
track. The said railway company shall 
promptly repair and replace any street, 
side walk, street pavement or crossing 
displaced by the location, construction or 
erection of said railway track or by said 
poles. 


SECTION 4. 
The naid street railway 


conpany, the successor? an.l aligns shall 
at all times hereafter keep harmless and 
indemnify said borough of New Oxford 
from any and all damage that may accrue 
to any person or person? or property or 
to eaid borough by reason of the negli- 
gent construction, operation or mainte- 


nance of said street railway. 


SECTION 5. All rights 'and privileges 


granted under this Ordinance shall be in- 
operative and void unless the said street 
railway company, its successors and as- 
signs. shall in good faith, commence the 
construction of the line of street railway 
on one or more of the routes hereinbef ore 
authorized and described in Section 1 of 
this Ordinance within seven (7) months 
from the date of the approval of this Or- 
dinance and shall fully complete and 
commence actual operation on such route 
°£ routes upon which such construction 
shall be commenced, within three (3) 
months after commencing the work of 
construction thereon. 


SECTION 6. Failure to commence and 


complete construction of and to operate a 
line of railway upon any one of the routes 
described in Section 1 hereof, within the 
time hereinbefore prescribed, shall oper- 
ate as a forfeiture of the right to use such 
route or routes upon which construction 
has not been commenced and completed 
as aforesaid, but failure to commence and 
complete construction of and to operate 
upon one or more of said routes, shall 
not affect the rights granted hereunder 
upon any other routes aforesaid, upon 
which construction has been commenced 
and completed within the time prescrib- 
ed hereinbefore, and in the event of fail- 
ure to complete construction upon any 
route within the time limited,. the bor- 
ough shall have the right to remove forth- 
with the works upon such route, upon 
which construction has not been com- 
pleted, and recover the cost of such re- 
moval with twenty per cent. (20 per 
cent ) added thereto. 


SECTION 7. The Borough of New Ox- 


ford shall at all times hereafter have the 
right to cross and re-cross the tracks of 
said railway company, through, under 
and beneath said roadbed and to do all 
necessary digging, boring or. drilling 
through or under the same for the plac- 
ing of water pipes, cuherts, conduits, gas 
or heat,pipe.«, tiling or crossiong drains 
or other appliances necessary or desired 
by the said Borough of New Oxford or 
citizens thereof, who may be duly au- 
thorized so to do by said borough. And 
the said Borough of New Oxford shall 
save and keep harmless the said street 
railway company, itg successors and as- 
signs, of and from all damage for or by 
reason thereof, and shall promptly re- 
place all material taken trom the" tracks 
of said company, and shall place the same 
m as good condition as they were before 


SECTION- 8. Upon failure on the part 


of the street railway company, its suc- 
cessors and assigns, to comply with any 
conditions hereinbefore imposed, this 
ordinance shall become null and void. 


SECTION 9. It is hereby understood 


and agreed that it is not the purpose or 
intent, nor is the obligation, of this Or- 
dinance or contract, if and when approv- 
ed by the Public Service Commission of 
the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, 


such as to impair or in any wise affect 
the exerci&e by paid Commission of any 
of the powers vested in it by the Public
